DR. ALINGTON ON 
EDUCATION. 


Dr AUngton, Headmaster of 
Eton, moved*a resolution at tha 
opening session of the Headmas- 
tera’ Conference, at Charterhouse, 
Godalming, Surrey, urging “that 
there fg need for. drastic revision 
of the education of the average 
boy.” 


Tho resolution was withdrawn 
later on the siggestion of the 
Chairman, Mr. Frank ' Fletcher, 
Heudmaster of Charterhouse, who 
sald that the discussion had been 
uaeful, but that it was not suitabln 
for passing as a definite rexolu- 
tion. , 


Dr, Alfington sald that during 
the 36 veurs he had been a achool- 
master he had witnessed many bil- 
ter struggles between aubjects 
fought out with very little regard 
to principle. Amid all the con- 
flleting voices, what were those 
so-called educational experts, the 
hendmasters, to do? 


"Tenn tell you what they do, in 
fact,” he continued. “The harass- 
ed hendmasters, in fact, endeavour 
to trim thelr salls to every breeze 
und grosaly, overload their ecurri- 
eulum, starving every subject of 
its proper quantity of hours in a 
vain attempt to propitiate critism, 
forgetting; that if the average 
Englishman could not blame — his 
own education he would find it 
very dificult to account satisfac. 
lorily for his own ineflicieney.” 


A Century Ago. 


The English education a cen- 
tury ago, he went on, was Inment- 
ably narrow, but it was, at any 
rile, based on principles in whieh 
ita professors heartlly believed, 

“L would like te express the 
conviction that we put an entirely 
exagyerated valu upon know. 
ledge ng such. There are very 
few things indeed that we can 
say with certainty Chat everyone 
ought ty know" 


When they dis said that a bey 
must know arithmetic in the sense 
of beir- able to divide and aub- 
tract with yernsonable aceuracy, 
and thatche must) know enough 
of his own language to under- 
stind it when used by others and 
to employ it himself. be verily 
beleved that they had exhausted 
the demands that they hid a right’ 
te make, 


There was no other knowledse 
which misht rightly be regarded 
as indispensable, and they ought, 
in the name of principle, to begin 
by ‘separating the indispensable 
from the desirable. 


“Weare sure that the average 
boy we fostruct will never attain 
to more than a reasynable — pra- 
ficieney in some one subject, and 
yet weteach him as if-he is likely 
to become a prodigy. Our faunda- 
mental error in to teach all sub. 
dects in the game way and that 
the wae whieh lends to expert 
knowledre,” 


He regarded as disastrous the 
reeent change in Latin pronuneia- 
Vion, which put a serious stum- 
bling block in the way the 
average boy.

“There is, [ believe,” Da. Aling- 
lon, said. “a similar movement to- 
wards the correct pronunciation of 
Greek, but, as this monstrosity, ia 
in the main confined to girls’ 
schools, and aus my opinion of it 
is far from fitting for feminine 
ents, T will content myself by 
passing dt over in silence.” 


Mathematies or Latin. 


Boys must be taught accuracy 
either by mathematics or Latin 
prose, but. not necessarily by both. 
The yreat object of education was 
to train powers of curiosity and 
observation. 


The modern teaching of science, 
he said, was teo often conducted 
in u formal, scholarly way. Both 
algebra and Latin prose ought not 
to he demanded. 


Dr. Cyril Norwood, Headmaster 
of Harrow, said that he was in 
agreement with Dr. Alington on 
most of the ground he had cover- 
ed. He would point out, however, 
that Public Schools were reapon- 
sible for only the latter half: of 
the curriculum. 


The curriculum, he said, stood 
in ueed of drastic revision as con- 
cerned the carlicr part through 
manifest. defects presented - by 
hoya when they entered Public 
Schools at 1344 to-14 yenrs of nge. 

In the firat place, they were 
physically inferlor to the pra- 
ducts of the elementary State-aigl- 
od aystem of education, -because 
they were frequently unable to 
stand up or stand still or exercise 
physical control, They were also 
unable to use their hnnds to make 
things and to draw, and were un- 
trained in the use of the eye or 
ear, 


He dlanvreed with the. Hend- 
maater of Eton when he sald that 
the education was not the result 
of any thought-out principle. .

. KEEN DEBATE. 


The vision of a self-contained 
Kowloon, with a Municipal Com- 
mission controlling its utility 
vices and with the profits af such 
undertakings being used either for 
the develapment of services or the 
reduction in charges to the von- 
sumer, was opened to the public 
Inst night, when the debate at the 
Eurapenn YAMLCCA. on the subject 
of Pablic§ Ownership oof Utility 
Servicers took place, : 

The Hon Mr. WELL. Shenton, 
presided and introduced Lhe 
spenkers inthe vourse af whieh he 
alro outlined “the terme af the 
debate and) said they would have to 
conider whether there were pre 

Dlems in Hongkong regarding the 
public ower lip, or otherwise of 
utility aerviees, and if so, how tit 
those problems could be served, 
{ A Pernivious System, 

Mr bo Co i. Bellieny, then gure. 
posed (hat public ov uersiip oF 
WULLE Sy srrvacess sabe hdeaurable 
Tn ow doing, be poantal owt that 
pobhe ownership of an indu:triat 
cone rn might be right om Shelliele 
and wrong i Svattew. but as the 
Qnolien be wae prope amd was 
supposed to be expousuie sageested 
that sneho opuble ownership was 
undesirable, he had better nudn tab 
that dt owaet undesirable, in fact 
perniefous, anywhere, . 

He would: sdeart with the Post 
Oece. Tn Honghene it ined add 
repht, tot det them take Engle. 
In England during the bist) seven- 
teen years there had been thirteen 
Vostmasters-General, Now what 
had those Chirteen gentlemen done 
for their livings exeept draw their 
salaries? The speaker went on to 
quote a statement made by Vis- 
count Wolmer, In which he de- 
nounced the Post Office aa being. 
a fnilure, and that the small 
profits made from its werking 
did not justify it. 


Monument of Efficiency. 


Mr. Bellamy then dealt with the 
prospect of Governmental control 
of Londen ‘Transport. and said 
that if ever there insted a 
Monument to the ¢ ney of 
private enterprise it existed in the 
Underground and the motor 
omnibus systems of Lundon. To 
put those undertakings, so resilient, 
Ko responsive to public opinion and 
so alert always to adopt the Intest 
improvements, under the stultify- 
ing, enervating, atrangulating in- 
cubus of political or municipal 
riachinery would be a crime, 

Dealing with Municipal owner- 
ship, Mr. Bellamy said there were 
many socialists on Municipal Coun- 
cils at Home who took the view 
that trading undertakings such: as 
pas, electricity and passenger 
transport should be  Muniecipally 
owned and that it was of — little 
consequence whether these under 
takings paid ot whether they did 
‘not. In fact the extremists would 
rather they did not, because in that 
case the balance could be collected 
ent of an increased rate and large 
ratepayers such as the railway 
company and the proprietors of ex- 

works and big property 
owners in the town would be 
rouleted in Jarge contributions to- 
yvurds the three services resrred 
to. And possibly a large works 
stung in that way inight have its 
own gas plant or electricity station 
aad thus derive no denefit whatever 
from the Municipal supply. 


A Real Menace. 


In these democratic days Town 
Councils were Hable to be composyed 
largely of uneducited men, or men 
who had very little idea of 
economies und who entirely Incked 
a commercial training. Although 
a percentage of such men were by 
nature, clever and efficient and so 
adupted themselves in the right 
way to their responsible positions, 
it was often on a small percentage. | 
A large proportion: might — be 
ignorant and quite unfitled to par- 
ticipate in the administration of a 
large trading undertaking. = That 
was sufficiently bad, but when a 
man, in order to seeure member- 
ship of a Town Council, made pro- 
mises which, if put into effect, 
would wreek the financial stability 
of a commercial undertaking, then 
that man was a real menace. If 
ever it foundered, that . was the 
rock upon which Municipal Gov- 
ernment was going to founder. 
Irresponsible people ‘und those 
who had no stake in the economic 
integrity of the Town should not 
be entrusted with the vote. It 
was like putting a gun into the 
hands of a child. 7 


Municipal Bankruptcy. 


The point he wished to make 
was that if it was true that certain 
men on a Town Colincil could bea 
menace to the Town, that in tho 
event of that class of man obtain- 
ing a majority on the Council, 
Municipal bankruptcy might 
result, and it was then desirable 
to restrict to its smallest practical 
proportions the field in which 
those dangerous persons could 
operate. 

This could best be done by the 
‘Municipality stooring cloar of 
‘Municipal ‘trading and leaving 
that where it legitimately be- 


longed, namely, -to privat 
prise. a . 

Concluding, Mr, Bellamy potnted 
out that Shanghai, one of the 


senter- 


greatest ‘cities ‘in the world, was. 
iree of public ownership, and they, 


could not aay that the public were 
exploited by the private companies 
carrying on the utility services, 


A Visionary Kowloon, 


Mr. P. S. Cassidy, who opposed 
the motion, went stralght into the 
question of applying public 
ownership to utility services In 
Kowloon, © althoujh he  firat 
explained that) he was not a 
sochulint in the politient sense. 

He wanted them to use— their

Public Ownership Exsential. 


The audience, continued the 
ppanker, the intelligent: voters of 
that Kowloon of the future, must 
Imagine themselves seated in ‘a 
spacious municipal hall, acous- 
tically defended from interruption 
by the noise of a ceaseless flow 
of motor and air traflie, | They 
had been gathered there to decide 
what tu do about the services of 
motor buses, ferries, electricity 
and yas undertakings which have 
managed to remain private enter 
prises, and they were prepared to 
cast their vote for or against the 
Proposal to hand them over to the 
Municipal Commisssoners. 

He, the speaker would now atep 
into the breach and put forward 
the contention that until Kowloon 
takes over its utility services Ita 
interests will alwa be sub 
servient to these of the respective 
shareholders, Now those share- 
holders may be very worthy 
people—he might be one himself 
--but they did know that shares 
were not bought to provide funds 
for the cheap supply and trans- 
port of the public, but they were 
ought either as an Investment, 
heenuse the profit made out of the 
public was likely to expand and 
yield the sharcholders a progres- 
sive return on their money—or 
else they were bought on an ice 
Hause Street rumour that beneath 
the bus garage or the ferry wharf 
or the power house, traces of gold 
ore had been discovered, But 
the fact remained that the share- 
holders in that) company looked 
for a return to themselves first 
and the public came off second 
beat. 


Argument Destroyed. 


Mr. Cassidy went on to show 
how cut-throat competition even- 
tually led to an increase in the 
cost of products to the public and 
argued that under private enter- 
prise it was not possible for those 
who lived) in the more isolated 
areas to obtain electricity or gas, 
although they were fully entitled 
to. . 
Under public ownership of 
these services, howtver, this 
would be remedied, and the argue 
ment raised that publicly owned 
utility services could not make 
the same profits as private enter- 
prises was destroyed by. the fact 
that a public organisation could 
rnise its capital ‘on a cheaper 
basis, and did not have to dangle 
enrrots in front of the publie like 
au private enterprise. Carrots 
such ag those cost money. Fur- 
thermore, the profits, instend of 
going into the pockets of a few 
shareholders, went back into the 
utility services and were cither 
used for development purposes or 
elac to reduce the rate charged for 
the consumer. 

Municipalization of utility under- 
tnkings had proved the first step 
towards the provision of really 
adequate services for the: people 
of England and hé was glad to 
think that the growing .apprecia- 
tion of cficiency—with a Capital 
“E"—was bringing about the 
elimination of those private con- 
cerns, which could only maintain 
themselves by withholding’ from 
the public ‘the full measure’ of 
value to which the public wag en- 
titled, 


Private Effort to Remain. 

‘He maintained that the full 
measure could only be secured 
when the service concerned was 
under public control and he hoped 
that what he had said would per- 
sunde them to vote against the 
motion. He was not asking them 
to vote against private effort or 
individual enterprise. There was 
every Dit as much room for that 
in the world to-day a8-ever there 
wns.

We live in more fortunate times, 
and while we have a long way to go 
before we shall have Jiquidated our 
legacy in the matter of overcrowd- 
ing, eapecially in connexion with 
the very diMicult problem of over- 
crowding in the areas occupied by 
the working classes, we are at last 
taking steps to ace that future 
generntiona shall not blame us for 
the same mistakes, 

Our task has been 
easier by the increased — mobility 
to: which the motor vehicle has so 
largely contributed and. by the tm. 
proved availability for building of 
areas which in the past would have 
been regarded as entirely unsult- 
able, A centrifugal force ts at 
present operating in and around 
il great cities and thia present 
scheme is one manifestation of ita 
influence in this Colony. The 
modern tendency Js te encourage 
people to live away from confined 
business areas in which their work
